President Grawt approved the Finance 
bill recently passed by Congress yesterday, 
and informed the Senate of the fact by a 
special message, in which he ventured some 
suggestions as to the legislaticn necessary to 
make the new law effectual.

The message 
begins with congratulations on the passage of 
the Senate Finance bill, which the President 
says meets with his approbation because it 
fixes a date for the resumption of specie pay- 
ments, and also because it implies the obliga- 
tion of Congress, if in its power, to pass 
such laws as may be necessary to redeem the

The first suggestion is that the revenue 
should be increased by the restoration 
of the tax on tea and coffee, and of the 10 
per cent tariff reduction. The proceeds of 
these taxes, if they are restored, will be ap- 
plied to the sinking fund, to the redemption 
of legal tenders which may be retired under 
the new law, and to the withdrawal of the

ANEW ELECTION IN LOUISIANA. 

The President in his message very clearly 
points out that his only duty in the case of 
‘Louisiana and in all similar eases is to reodg- 
nize a State Government and to emp)oy, 
when properly called upon for that purpose, 
the power of the United States to protect it 
against domestic violance, He has no choice. 
He must maintain the peace when called upon 
for that purpose, for it:is his sworn duty. 
The case of Louisiana is not a new one. It 
has been a mockery of Government since 
1868. Its career has been marked by fraud, 
rascality, dishonesty, and violence from that 
day to this. It has now reached that point 
when the only authority recognized in Louisi- 
ana is that of the United States, and that 
only when it is supported by national troops. 

The duty of Congress in this matter is a 
clear one. It has been neglected too long. 
The President in his message, speaking of 
the Government now in that State, says: 


A State Administration was organized, with WA 
tam P. Kode as Governor, which, in the discharge 
of my duty, under Sec. 4 of Art. 4 of the Constitu- 


tion, Ihave recognized as the Government of the 


State. It has been bitterly and persistently alleged 
that Keu1toce was not elected, Whether he was or 
not is not altogether certain: nor is it any more (er- 
tain that his competitor, McEwery, was chosen. The 
election was a gigantic fraud, and there are no reliable 
returns of ite results. Ku~Loee obtained 

of the office, and, in my opinion, has more right to it 
than bis competitor. 

Iam well aware thatany military interference by 
the officers or troops of the United States with the 
Organization of = State Legislature, or any of its 
proceedings, or with any civil department of the 
Government, is repugnant to our ideas of government. 
I cam conceive of no case, not involving rebellion or 
insurrection, where such interference by the authority 
of the General Government ought to be permitted or 
jastified ; but there are circumstances connected with 
the late legislative imbroglio iu Louisiana which seem 
to exempt the military from any intentional wrong n 
that matter, 

Ihave deplored the necessity which 04 to me 
to make it my duty, under the Constitution and laws, 
to make such interference. I have always refused, 
except where it seemed tp be my imperative duty to 
actin tuch a manner as the Constitution and taws of 
the United States required. . . . . I have hereto- 
fore urt ed the case of Louisiana upon the attention of 
Congress, and I cannot but think its inaction has en- 
oouragea the greatevil. . . . It should be récol- 
lected, too, that upon my recognition of the KELLoee 
Government I reported the fact, with the grounds of 
the recognition, to Congress, and asked that body to 
take action in the matter; otherwise I should regard 
their silence as acquiescence in my course. No sction 
has been taken by that body, and I have maintained 
the position marked out. . I now earnestly 
ask that such action be taken by Congress as to leave 
my duties perfectly clear in dealing with the affairs of 
Louisiana, giving assurance at the same time that 
whatever may be done by that body in the premises 
will be executed according to the apirit and letter of 
the law, 1 without fear or favor. 


From this resume it will be seen that there 
ig an entire absence of any proof that either 
of the claimant Governments in that State 
were ever elected. McEnzzy was declared 
elected upon false, forged, and mutilated re- 
turns, and Ketitoee was declared elected in 
the Mbsence of any legal returns. That whole 
election in 1872 was a “‘ gigantic fraud,” as 
the President calls it. 

The election of 1874 is open to the same 
general distrust. On one side was moral and 
armed intimidation ; on the other a partisan 


Board of Canvassets clothed with absolute 


and irresponsible authority. In no Northern 
State would an election thus conducted be 
tolerated for a moment. Nevertheless, the 
President, under the act of 1795, when 
Wasnrnoton was President, is compelled to 
recognize one or the other of these claimant 
Governments, and compelled to employ the 
military to support it.

The fourth section of the fourth article of the Con- 
stitution of the United States provides that the United 
States shall guarantee to every State in the Union a 
republican form ef government, and shall protect 
each of them against invasion ; and, on the application 
of the Executive (when the Legislature cannot be con- 
vened), against domestic violence, 

Under this article got the Constitution it reste with 
Congress to decide what Government is the established 
one in a State. For as the United States guarantes to 
each State a republican form of governmeut, Congress 
must necessarily decide what government is establish- 
ed in the State before it cam determino whether it is 
republican or not; and whem the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives of a State are admitted into the councils of

Congress has refused, by omission, to de- 
clare the KN.

ballot-box: That is the American substi- 
tnte for civil war, coup d'etat, and assassina- 
tion.

When those who inaugurate disorder or 
anarchy disavow puch proceedings, it will be time 
enough to condemn those who, by such means as they 
have, prevented the success of their lawless and des- 
perate schemes. 

Here is a logical and succinct summary of 
the whole casé,. Admit that the interven- 
tion of the military, at the instance of WIlrz 
and Krei1ocG, was all wrong, if you please. 
Set aside the fact that the troops were there 
in compliance ‘with a request from the Gov- 
ernor of the State, dictated by the insurrection 
of Sept. 14.

It still remains that there would have 
been no such outrage if the Democrats had 
permitted the House to be organized in a law- | 
ful, parliamentary, and regularmanner. The 
Democrats furnished the primary cause far 
the successive steps which led to what they 
now call an “ outrage.”

| THE MUNICIPAL 2 


The list of amendments to the general law 
for municipal incorporation, which the Citi- 
zens’ Association has submitted, is the result 
of four or five months’ careful work by the 
Association, with the aid of the best minds in 
the city and of those members of the City 
Governments whose opinions were worth 
having. We shall hereafter refer to all the 
proposed amendments. At present, we shall 
deal only with Sec. 7 of the bill as already 
published. 

This section provides for the remodeling of 
municipal administration in cities haying over 
100,000 inhabitants. The model adopted is 
that of the Federal Government. This plan 
has been subjected to the severest possible 
strains for nearly a century, and has stood the 
test of troublesome times better, probably, 
than any other system would have done. Ace- 
cording to the proposed amendment, the 
Mayor of any Illinois city of over 100,000 in- 
habitants, which is organized under the Mu- 
nicipal law, would appoint, with the consent 
of the City Council, a Cabinet of ten officials. 
These would be a Comptroller, a Corporation 
Counsel, a Commissioner of Streets, a Com- 
missioner of Sewers, of Water and Gas, of 
Public Buildings, of Local Improvements, of 
Police, of Fire, and of Health, respectively. 
Each one of these ten would have control 
of his own Department, with one important 
exception. The main objection to the one- 
man system has been that, unless every high 
official were honest, he could readily steal by 
letting fraudulent contracts. Sec, 7 pro- 
vides, however, that every contract must be 
let to the lowest responsible bidder, and that 
all bids shall be opened at a m + 
Cabinet council This last eff 
vents trickery. The bids FY. 
to the scrutiny of the Mayor ud the whole 
dam act, Cabinet meetings are to be held 
once in every week, or oftener, if the Mayor 
chooses. The Mayor can remove any of the 
ten heads of Departments, but the dismissed 
official can be reinstated by à two-thirds vote 
of the Council, 

This is an admirable scheme ag compared 
with the existing hotch-potch City Govern- 
ment. It frees the people from the necessi- 
ty of paying salaries toa lot of useless offi- 
cials. It does away with our complet system 
of Boards, some of them appointed and some 
elected, and none of them removable, and 
substitutes a simple, regular system of re- 
sponsible heads. There is no responsibility 
in a Board. Like other corporations, it has 
no soul, and usually no moral senso. At 
present, our Boards can defraud the people 
pretty much at their own sinful will, and 
neither people, nor Mayor, nor City Council 
can do anything to prevent it. Responsibili- 
ty cannot be fixed or located on anybody. 
Under the new system, the Mayor is respon- 
sible for everything. If his appointees are 
caught in peculation, he cannot shirk action. 
He must remove the guilty man or answer 
to the people who gave him the power he 
has betrayed. This is precisely what we 
need. If the Cook County delegation in the 
Legislature has the interests of Chicago in 
particular or honesty in general at heart, it 
will do everything it can do to secure the 
passage of this bill without fail.

The power of the State over the franchises of corpo- 
rati was absolute. However plausible the argu- 
t in favor of the eon views, it could never be 
telligently conceded that The sovereign could become 
he servant of its subjeets.

rightfully determine from time to time the extent of 
heir obligations to others, or of others to themselves.

The strongest circumstantial evidence in the 
Ruetz murder case cootinues to accumulate 
| against the accused, Frederick Ruetz, Jr. Police 
Captain Guad yesterday discovered a coat infthe 
house of the prisoner, No. 39 Kroeger street, 
and found upon the inside lining, the material 
of which is white in color, 

‘ ‘WO LARGE BLOOD-STAINS, . 
which appeared as if a recent attempt had been 
made to wash them out, Frederick Ruetz, the 
alleged parncide, is the youngest son, and not 
the eldest, of the murdered man, as stated yes- 
terday. He is 26 years old, and his brother 
Jon, also a prisoner, i# 33. Kurt, the son-in- 
law, is 51 years old. 

Mrs. Fred Rueiz, wife of the accused princi- 
pal, stated yesterday that 

THE HATCHET 

with which the bloody deed is supposed to have 
been committed was used about two months ago 
to kill a hog, and had aot been used since, to her 
knowledge. It was found in the shed, and bears 
plain stains of human blood, according to the 
opivion of medical experts who have closely ex- 
amined it. The blade is an old and rust-eaten 
one, and the biood-stains have clung to it in 
spite of the endeavors which seem to have been 
made to wash them off. It has @ pretty sharp 
edge, and looks as if it had been recently ground. 
It is a tool used by ship-carpenters, and is 
much larger and longer than a ordinary hatchet. 
Capt. Gund believes that after the hatchet was 
used with such terrible effect upon the head of 
Ruetz, the murderer concealed it under the coat 
now in the Chicago Avenue Station, and the san- 
guinary stains on the lining of the garment came 
from the deadly weapon.

TOO MANY HERRINCS. 
THE RECKLESS PHYSICIAN HELD. 


An inquest was held yesterday afternoon to 


ascertain the cause of the death of John Otteir, 
who died Monday at 89 Butler street. The wife 
of the deceased, Frederick Popp, the County 
Physician, sed Raymond Verhoose were the 
principal’ witnesses, The ‘testimony of Mrs. 
Otteir and Mr. Popp agreed that the deceased 


was subject to epileptic fita, from which he suf- | 


fered very severely at times. His business was 
that of a peddler of pig’s-feet, his trade being 
largely confined to the lower class of saloons, 


where free lunches were daily served. 

Raymond Verhoose testified that he had been 
acquainted with deceased for several months, 
and that prior to his death be baa advised him 
to eat herrings for, his disease. He had also pre- 
ecribed tincture of iron for bis troubles. He had 
prescribed in other cases, but knew nothing of 
the practice of medicine. 

Dr. Henrotin, who held the post-mortem exam- 
ination a few days ao, testified that the de- 
ceased came to bis death from a disease which 
was the result of great thirst and upwholesome 
diet. He refused to name the disease, under the 
circumstances, especially since tae whole case 
was surrounded by almost inexplicable circum- 
stances. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance with 
Dr. Henrotiu's testimouy, and recommended the 
holding of Raymond Vevhoose forthe Grand 
Juxy. 

It appears that Verhoose has practiced medi- 
cine for some years in his own way, while keep- 
ing a saloon at No. 195 West Tweifth street, and 
that he has prescribed for different persons from 
time to time, as a matter of ac- 
commodation, In the case im question, 
however, it appears that he was paid 
for his services, though he disclaims anything 
of the kind. He says he ordered the deceased 
to-eat herrings simply as an appetizer, but had 
no idea that he wouid go to extremes, 

On the whole, despite the verdict of the jurv, 
the evidence was to the effect that the deceased 
came to his death from a pescriptionof too 
much herrmmg, administered by himself. He 
leaves a wife and four children in destitute cir- 
cumstances.

Mr. W. W. Boyington, the well-known archi- 
tect, has communicated to Tux Tawuxx, for 
publication, the facts regarding the construction 
of the building in course of erection on LaSalle 
street, opposite the Grand Pacific Hotel, con- 
cerning which the 7imes pub ished what pur- 
ported to be a report of Fire-Warcen Agnew. The 
building is owned by 8. M. Moore and J. H.

The only 
technical point that eau be raised against the 
building is that, in place of putting a girder in 
the centre of the building from front to rear, 
and supporting it with brick, iron, or wood 
columas, a continuous wood partition is used, 
with the intention of making the same fire-proof 
by filling with brick and using iron lata. Mr. 
Boyington claims that in fact the building is be- 
ing constracted on a more substantial basis than 
most of the buildings of its kind in the city.

Reduced Passenger-Fares from Chicago 
to New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS AND LIVERPOOL 
A PROPOSED STEAMSHIP LINE, 


The General Managers of the Illinois Central 
and the New Orleans, St. Louis & Chicago Rail- 
roads are just now negotiating with various 
parties for the purpose of establishing a steam- 
ship line between New Orleans and Liverpool. 
Since the connection between the Mississippi 
Central and the Ilinois Central has been made 
at Cairo, the business between this city and 
New Orleans bas largely increased, and it is 
believed that, with the proper arrangements, the 
new line may successfully compete with the 
Eastern lines for the European traffic. The ar- 
gument is that, in handling grain with proper 
arrangements, shipments may be made by this 
route at a great saving to the producers in the cost 
of handling and transportation. By connecting 
the Jackson Road with the river at the elevator, 
rai)-cargoes can be received and transferred in 
bulk to Liverpool steamers, and thus save to 
shippers at least three handlings, to which ex- 


| pense they are now subjected on the lake and 
| canal routes, to the East. During the winter 


this line is able to carry grain at much lower 
figures than any other ; in fact, it never suffers 
from the cold, as other roads do, and at the 


‘game time brings back Southern products of 


all kinds for this market. 
PASSENGER-RATES TO NEW ORLEANS. 

Negotiations are also pending between the 
managers of the IIlinois Central and the New 
Ocleans, St. Louis & Chicago Railroads, to have 
the passepger-rates between this city and New 
Orleans lowered, At present it costs $33 
to go from this city to New Orleans, while the 
rate from bere to New York isbut @22, although 
the distance is about the same. Of course it 
costs the road more to carry passengers to New 
Orleans than New York, because the traffic is not 
so heavy; still it is believed that, by making a 
reduction and bringing the figures nearer to 
those charged to New York, business will largely 
increase, and thus make up for the loss resalt- 
ing from a reduction of fare. The General 
Manager of the Illiuois Central is in favor of 
making the rate $25, while the Manager of the 
New Orleans road insists upon a higher rate. It 
is, however, believed that a compromise will 
soon be effected by which the rate will be te- 
duced to about $27 from here to New Orleans.
